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This publication is prepared as a guide to persons seeking general 
information about rights and benefits which may be available to 
registered Indians. The information contained in this publication is 
prepared solely for convenience of reference and is not to be relied on by 
individuals to determine eligibility for a specific right or benefit referred 
to herein. Persons wishing specific information concerning rights and 
benefits available to registered Indians should consult the government 
department or agency or Indian band providing the particular benefit. 
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INTRODUCTION 


Federal Programs and Services to Registered Indians 


A wide range of federal government programs and services is provided to 
Aboriginal peoples. As a citizen, you benefit from all federal programs, including 
universally available ones such as Family Allowance, Old Age Security and 
Unemployment Insurance. In addition, there are specific programs that are 
intended to fulfil Canada’s constitutional and statutory obligations to registered 
Indians, or to address the socio-economic conditions experienced by Aboriginal 
peoples generally. 


You are entitled to know what services are available to registered Indians in 
Canada. This booklet sets out the answers to some of the most often asked 
questions by Indian people. 


This guide is designed to help you find out how you can take advantage of the 
various assistance programs and services available. 


Indians and Inuit and Canada’s Constitution 


You have the same civil and political rights in law as do all Canadians. The 
Constitution Act, 1982 assigns to the federal government the exclusive authority 
to legislate for Indians and lands reserved for Indians. It also recognizes and 
affirms the existing Aboriginal and treaty rights of Aboriginal peoples of Canada. 
The Constitution defines Aboriginal peoples of Canada as including the Indian, 
Inuit and Métis. 


The Canadian Charter of Rights and Freedoms applies to all governments - 
federal, provincial and territorial - and provides protection for the following: 


fundamental freedoms 

democratic rights 

the right to live and seek employment anywhere in Canada 
legal rights 

equality rights for all individuals 

official languages of Canada 

minority language education rights 
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The Charter of Rights and Freedoms makes specific reference to the rights of 
Aboriginal peoples in Canada. For example, Section 25 of the charter makes it 
clear that no other provision can be construed in a way that will interfere with 


any special rights that Native people have. For example, any rights that may be 
gained from a settlement of land claims would not be harmed by the general 
equality rights as set out in the charter. 


MOST OFTEN ASKED QUESTIONS 


WHO IS ELIGIBLE TO RECEIVE BENEFITS? 


The answer can be found in the federal Indian Act. It defines an Indian as "a 
person who pursuant to this Act is registered as an Indian or is entitled to be 
registered as an Indian." These are the categories in current use: 


Registered or Status Indian -- a person recorded as an Indian in the Indian 
Register; most registered Indians are members of an Indian band. 


Treaty Indian -- a registered Indian who is a member of, or can prove 
descendance from, a band that signed a treaty. 


Another term which is frequently used is "non-status Indian" which means a 
person of Indian ancestry who is not registered as an Indian. Most of the 
entitlements mentioned in this pamphlet do not apply to non-status Indians. 


It may seem difficult to know just what programs and policies apply specifically to 
you. Social legislation varies across the ten provinces and two territories. So, too, 
do the assistance and services available to Canadians in general and to Indian 
people in particular. What you may, or may not, be eligible for will depend largely 
on where you live. 


You can, however, find out about specific benefits provided by the federal 
government from regional and district offices of the Department of Indian Affairs 
and Northern Development (DIAND), from Health and Welfare Canada and from 
Indian bands and tribal councils. 


Listed here are the most important programs administered by the various federal 
government departments. If you need more detailed information, you should 
contact any of the offices mentioned above. For easy reference, you will find 
telephone numbers and addresses at the back of this booklet. 


Non-status Indians and Métis requiring information on programs and services 
available to them should contact the Native Council of Canada at 

(613) 238-3511. Inuit who require information on programs and services available

HOW DO I APPLY FOR STATUS? 


Important changes were made to Canada’s Indian Act in June 1985, when 
Parliament passed Bill C-31, an Act to Amend the Indian Act. The Indian Act 
was amended to bring it in line with the Canadian Charter of Rights and 
Freedoms. Three principles that guided the formulation of the amendments to the 
Indian Act were: 


* removal of discrimination; 
+ restoration of status and membership rights; and 
6 increased control by Indian bands over their own membership affairs. 


If you fall into one of the following categories, you may be entitled to have your 
status under the Act restored: 


% women who lost their status through marriage to a man who was not a 
status Indian; 

* children who lost their status because of their mother’s marriage; 

¢ most persons who were enfranchised; 

& children who lost their status at age 21, because their mother and their 
father’s mother did not have status under the Act before their marriage; 
and 

s children of unmarried women with status under the Act whose registration 


was successfully protested on the grounds that their father did not have 
status under the Act. 


If you need to know more about applying to have your status restored, contact 
your band council or the regional director of Lands, Revenues and Trusts, DIAND, 
nearest you. 


WHAT ARE TREATY RIGHTS? 


Indian bands and tribes signed treaties before and after Confederation in 1867 
with various governments. No two treaties are identical but they usually provide 
for certain rights including annual payments and annuities, hunting and reserve 
lands and other benefits. 


Each treaty is open to various interpretations, therefore, the federal government 
has agreed to review the issue of treaty rights nationally. 


The rights of individual treaty Indians depend on the precise conditions of their particular 
band’s treaty. Your band council or DIAND office is the best place to learn more about 
specific rights and benefits to which you may be entitled. You should know, however, 
that if you live in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alberta, certain rights including hunting 
and fishing are guaranteed by the Natural Resources Transfer Agreements, 1930 and the 
Constitution Act, 1982, as well as by treaties. 


Yukon and Northwest Territories Indians are free to fish and hunt in all seasons 
throughout the territories. For further information, contact the Yukon regional manager 
of Lands, Revenues and Trusts (Indian and Inuit Affairs Program) or the Government of 
the Northwest Territories (Renewable Resources). 


WHO IS ELIGIBLE FOR TREATY PAYMENTS? 


Some treaties do not provide for annuities and not all bands distribute funds to their mem- 
bers. 


However, as a registered Indian who is either a member of a treaty band or who can 
prove descendance from an Indian who signed a treaty, you may be entitled to annuity 
payments and the rights and benefits mentioned in the treaty. 


WHOIS ELIGIBLE FOR BAND FUNDS? 


You may also have the right to a share of any money distributed to band members from 
the capital and revenue belonging to the band. This money usually comes from oil and 
gas royalties or the proceeds from land claim settlements. 


The best people to contact for further details are the regional managers of Lands, 
Revenues and Trusts, DIAND, or your band council. 


WHO CAN CALL THE RESERVE HOME? 


Land has been set aside for the use and benefit of the band. Any registered Indian - who 
is also a band member - may live on a reserve and use those lands if the band in question 
has not adopted a residency by-law which may limit or regulate the right to live on 
reserve. Many bands have passed membership rules, thereby taking control of their own 
membership lists. There are certain privileges for residents of reserves. Ordinary 
residency on a reserve confers the right to vote at most band elections. The personal 
property of a registered Indian situated on reserve cannot be seized by anyone other than 
another Indian or the band. 


If you need to know more about your reserve rights and responsibilities, contact your 
band council or the regional director of Lands, Revenues and Trusts, DIAND. 


MUST REGISTERED INDIANS PAY TAXES? 


It depends on your circumstances. There are some taxes which Indians and bands as 
defined in the Indian Act definitely do not pay. Under Sections 87 and 90 of the In- 
dian Act, Indians and bands are exempt from both federal and provincial tax laws on 
their personal and real property situated on reserve. Some property such as scholar- 
ships are deemed to always be situated on reserve and are therefore also exempt. 


Since income is personal property, as a registered Indian you may also be exempt 
from paying income tax in certain cases when it can be established the income is 
situated on reserve. For example, registered Indians paid by an employer situated on 
reserve are exempt from both federal and provincial income taxes regardless of 
where they work. 


Further, because of a remission order sponsored by the Minister of Indian Affairs and 
Northern Development, Indians working on reserve but paid by an employer not on 
reserve are also exempt. Because the exemption only applies to Indians and bands, 
corporations, even when owned by Indians, are not exempt. 


Whether you pay provincial retail sales tax depends on where the goods are used or 
consumed. Provinces cannot tax registered Indians on any goods that are to be used 
or consumed on the reserve. 


A pamphlet outlining how the federal Goods and Services Tax (GST) affects sales 
and purchases by Indian people is available from any local Revenue Canada 
Excise Office. 


There is no retail tax for anyone in Alberta, NWT and Yukon. 


WHAT ABOUT SOCIAL ASSISTANCE AND WELFARE 
SERVICES? 


Like all other citizens, Indians who meet the eligibility requirements may obtain 
social assistance and welfare services. These programs may be provided by the 
federal, provincial, territorial, municipal or band governments. That depends 
upon where you live. 


Indians are also eligible for universal social security benefits such as the Canada 
Pension Plan, Old Age Security, Guaranteed Income Supplement and Family 
Allowance, provided by the federal government to all Canadians. 


Your band council or the regional Social Development Director, DIAND, can 
provide you with further details. In the NWT, you should contact the nearest 
office of the GNWT Department of Social Services. 


WHAT SORT OF HOUSING HELP EXISTS? 


There are a variety of options available to you as a registered Indian. Based on 
your income and assets, you may get help to buy or renovate a house on a reserve 
through the Band Support and Capital Management Program, DIAND. This 
support includes Ministerial Guarantees on loans secured from an approved lender 
following established criteria. 


Canada Mortgage and Housing Corporation (CMHC) provides non-profit social 
assistance to band councils in conjunction with DIAND’s programs through its On- 
Reserve Housing Program. There are also two programs, the Urban Native 
Housing Program and the Rural and Native Housing Program, available for off- 
reserve Indians, Inuit and Métis. 


You can learn more about these programs by contacting your band council, the 
regional manager of Band Support and Capital Management, DIAND, or the 
Canada Mortgage and Housing Corporation office nearest you. 


Please note that in the NWT, housing assistance is the responsibility of the 
Northwest Territories Housing Corporation (NWTHC). For further information, 
contact the regional NWTHC representative or the CMHC office in Yellowknife. 


IS FREE EDUCATION PROVIDED? 


Elementary and secondary education services are provided to registered Indian 
children living on reserves by one of three educational systems: band-operated 
schools on reserves, federal schools operated by DIAND on reserves and 
provincially-administered schools situated off reserves. 


DIAND provides financial assistance to eligible registered Indian students enrolled 
or accepted for enrolment in eligible post-secondary education programs. DIAND 
also funds post-secondary education programs specifically designed for Indian 
students and offered by Indian-controlled and other post-secondary institutions. 


Education services to Indians in Yukon and Indians and Inuit in the NWT are 
provided by the respective territorial governments. Indians and Inuit in Northern 
Quebec receive education services from the Province of Quebec under the James 


Bay and Northern Quebec Agreement. 


Details on these programs are available at your band council office or from the 
regional Director of Education, DIAND. 


IS HELP AVAILABLE FOR ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT? 


The federal government is working to provide economic development and 
employment opportunities to Native people under the Canadian Aboriginal 
Economic Development (CAED) Strategy. The strategy involves a partnership 
between Aboriginal Canadians and the key federal departmental players -- Indian 
Affairs and Northern Development; Industry, Science and Technology Canada 
(ISTC); and Employment and Immigration Canada (EIC). 


Under the CAED strategy: 


¢ DIAND administers programs promoting resource development and 
supporting local economic advisory services; 


¢ ISTC offers an array of funding programs for economic development and 
provides advisory services to Native business; and 


¢ EIC focuses on improving Aboriginal work skills through job training and 
employment opportunities. 


For more information about these and many other programs, contact regional 
offices of DIAND, ISTC and/or EIC as appropriate. 


In Yukon and NWT, financial and advisory services are available through the 
regional Indian and Inuit Affairs Program in Whitehorse and Yellowknife and the 
Government of the NWT. The regional representative for GNWT Economic 
Development and Tourism is also there to help you. 


WHAT HEALTH CARE COVERAGE IS AVAILABLE? 


Public health services on reserves are ensured by the Medical Services Branch of 
Health and Welfare Canada. Services include non-insured health benefits, health 
promotion programs as well as the detection and clean-up of environmental health 
hazards. Treatment facilities are provided when they are required. 


The government encourages and supports the transfer of control of health 
programs to Native communities or to Indian and Inuit organizations and provides 
financing for such services through contribution and contract arrangements. 
Medical Services Branch may also help by providing some non-insured health 
benefits such as prescription drugs, dental services, eye glasses, medical 
transportation and other health services not covered by your provincial health 
insurance plan. 


Should you need any of those benefits, contact your band council or the regional 
director, Medical Services Branch, Health and Welfare Canada. 


In the NWT, the territorial government is responsible for administering all 


medical and health services. Contact the GNWT Department of Health or your 
regional health board for further information and assistance. 


WHAT ABOUT LAND CLAIMS? 

The Government of Canada has been committed to the resolution of Aboriginal 

land claims since 1973. 

The federal government defines land claims in two ways: 

+ comprehensive land claims are based on Aboriginal people’s traditional 
use and occupancy of the land in areas where Aboriginal title has not been 
dealt with by treaty or in some other legal manner; and 

% specific land claims are based on specific obligations to Indians under 
treaties, other agreements or the Indian Act, which the government did not 


fulfil. 
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DIAND provides contributions and loans to Aboriginal claimant groups to permit 
them to research and negotiate their claims.

WHAT ABOUT SELF-GOVERNMENT? 


The federal government is committed to building a new relationship with Indian 
people by responding to self-government proposals developed by Indian 
communities. 


Departmental officials will meet with any community, upon request, to explain the 
federal government’s policy on community self-government negotiations. 


The objective of community negotiations is to work out practical new 
arrangements within the existing constitutional framework. It is an option for 
those communities which want to replace the outdated provisions of the Indian 
Act with negotiated self-government agreements that provide significantly more 
scope for Indian government than is possible under the Indian Act. These 
agreements will be implemented through special legislation. 


This initiative is not intended to replace the constitutional process. Any 
arrangements which may result from negotiations are without prejudice to treaty 
and Aboriginal rights or the eventual outcome of constitutional discussions.

ARE THERE ANY OTHER PROGRAMS FOR REGISTERED 
INDIANS? 


Registered Indians in Canada enjoy some special privileges not available to most 
other citizens. 


Reduced travel rates are one example. If you are a registered Indian, you are 


entitled to reduced fares when travelling on VIA Rail in Western Canada. VIA 
Rail will provide you with details by calling 1-800-775-8630.

You benefit from special immigration services with the United States. Under 
Section 289 of the U.S. Immigration and Nationality Act, registered Indians from 
Canada are permitted to relocate to the U.S. without going through the normal 
immigration process. You must present an identification card - or Indian status 
card - to officials at the border crossing. If you do not have a card, a statement 
from your band council is required, along with other documentation which proves 
you possess a lineage derived from at least 50 per cent North American Indian 
people. 


If you need further details about immigration services, contact the office of the

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INDEX TO OTHER FEDERAL PROGRAMS AND SERVICES 


CANADA MORTGAGE AND HOUSING CORPORATION (CMHC) 


Rural and Native Housing Program (RNHP)/Urban Native Program: The 
RNHP combines all the National Housing Act resources for the benefit of rural 
and Native peoples living in communities of 2,500 people or less through a variety 
of grant and loan arrangements. As well, financial assistance for rental 
accommodation is available to Native peoples living in larger communities.

CANADIAN NATIONAL RAILWAYS (CN) 


Native Educational Awards Program: CN started this program in 1988 to 
help Native peoples (Inuit, status and non-status Indians and Métis) who want to 
do post-secondary studies leading to a career in a transportation-related field. 
Each year, five scholarships of $2,000 each are awarded to Aboriginal students 
across the country. Although CN does not guarantee permanent employment to 
any scholarship recipient, it will try to provide summer employment to award 
recipients.

CORRECTIONAL SERVICES CANADA (CSC) 


Native Offenders: This program provides Aboriginal offenders with services 
appropriate to their cultural and spiritual needs. Included in the available 
services are traditional spiritual rites, cultural skills training and addiction 
counselling. Native liaison workers facilitate communication between Native 
inmates and the non-Native staff. Information about Aboriginal cultures is 
provided to staff through Native awareness training to promote a greater 
sensitivity to the offenders’ needs.

EMPLOYMENT AND IMMIGRATION CANADA (EIC) 


Summer Employment/Experience Development (SEED): EIC provides 
students with opportunities for job experience to help prepare them for future 
labour market participation. Subsidies are given to private businesses, non-profit 
organizations, municipalities, public health and educational institutions and 
Indian bands. 


Native Internship Program: This program offers employment to Aboriginal 


students during the summer months in various offices of Employment and 
Immigration Canada. 
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Federal Contractors Program: The aim of this program is to ensure that 
suppliers of goods and services to federal government departments maintain 
fairness in their work force. It applies to suppliers who have 100 or more 
employees and who are bidding on contracts worth $200,000 or more. The 
program ensures that women, Aboriginal peoples, visible minorities and persons 
with disabilities are fairly treated and appropriately represented in employment. 
A free consulting service is available upon request to advise on and assist in 
implementing employment equity. 


Legislated Employment Equity Program: This program administers the 
Employment Equity Act, which requires that federally regulated employers with 
100 or more employees implement employment equity and report annually on 
their results. EIC consolidates employers’ reports and analyses their data in an 
annual report to Parliament. The program also provides employers with technical 
expertise on the requirements of the Employment Equity Act. 


Employment Equity Consultative Services: This group helps private-sector 
employers review and analyze their work force and their employment practices in 
order to maintain fair representation of designated groups at all levels within 
their organizations. The group consults private-sector employers and unions about 
the development of employment equity plans and maintains ongoing liaison with 
representatives of designated groups, including Native groups. 


Job Entry: This program helps people who are having difficulty making the 
transition from school or home to the labour market. It specifically targets youth, 
women, students and individuals who face severe barriers to employment by 
offering training and work experience. The program also provides language 
training to immigrants, interprovincial immigrants and Aboriginal people who are 
not fluent in either official language.

ENERGY, MINES AND RESOURCES CANADA (EMR) 


Land Surveys/Federal: The Legal Surveys Division undertakes surveys of 
Indian reserves, national parks and territorial and offshore lands to establish 
rights for oil, gas, minerals, fee-simple ownership and leases as well as right-of- 
way and surface rights. 


Land Survey Records/Federal: The Surveyor General of Canada has custody of 
survey records and documents of Indian reserves, national parks and territorial 
and offshore lands. Copies of these documents are available to the public.

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FEDERAL-PROVINCIAL RELATIONS OFFICE (FPRO): 


The FPRO provides advice to the Prime Minister, the Minister of State for 
Federal-Provincial Relations, other Cabinet members and departments and 
agencies. FPRO’s concerns are management of the government’s federal-provincial 
relations priorities, including Aboriginal and other constitutional affairs, as well 
as continuing relations with provincial governments. The FPRO also assists 
Cabinet in examining federal-provincial issues and promotes federal-provincial co- 
operation and consultation. The FPRO publishes an annual directory called 
Federal-Provincial Programs and Activities.

HEALTH AND WELFARE CANADA (HWC) 


Indian and Northern Health Services: The Medical Services Branch provides 
health services for Canadian Indians on reserves and to Canadian Inuit in 
northern Quebec and Labrador. The services include: treatment services, public 
health services, health education and preventive health programs and 
environmental health services. 


The National Native Alcohol and Drug Abuse Program (NNADAP): This 
program provides a range of culturally and linguistically appropriate preventive 
and treatment services to Canada’s Indian and Inuit peoples. NNADAP also 
develops and implements initiatives under the National Drug Strategy for 
Aboriginal Canadians.

INDUSTRY, SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY CANADA (ISTC) 


Canadian Aboriginal Economic Development Strategy: ISTC helps 
Aboriginal peoples develop and expand commercial enterprises and obtain long- 
term employment. It also provides assistance in business development, joint 
ventures and capital corporations. Indian Affairs and Northern Development 
provides further aid in the fields of community development and access to 
resources. Employment and Immigration also provides aid to promote skill 
development and urban employment.

DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE (JUST) 


Access to Legal Information Fund: The Access to Legal Information Fund 
provides start-up funding to enable public legal education organizations and 
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community associations to provide information to special groups, such as disabled 
people, women, Native people, youth or visible minorities. 


Native Programs: The Legal Studies for Aboriginal People Program 
provides financial assistance to Métis and non-status Native students wishing to 
become lawyers. The Native Courtworkers Program assists Native adults or 
young offenders who are charged with an offence to understand their legal rights 
and to obtain legal assistance. The Department of Justice supports Native 
courtworkers through cost-shared agreements with all provinces and territories 
except Saskatchewan, New Brunswick, Nova Scotia and Prince Edward Island.

STATUS OF WOMEN CANADA (SWC)
